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Senate Subcommittee Passes 
Compromise Malpractice Bill

The Indiana Senate Judiciary 
Committee Monday unanimous­ 
ly approved a compromise bill 
on 
medical 
malpractice 
in­ 
surance, but the head of the 
state medical association quick­ 
ly issued a statement that the 
plan was not sufficient. 
Dr. Gilbert M. 
Wilhelmus, 
president of the Indiana State 
Medical Association, said the 
Senate version of the bill “will 
not fully solve the health care 
crisis in Indiana.” 
“ Even if the amended legisla­ 
tion were to become law, the 
people of Indiana are still in 
danger 
of 
witnessing 
the 
collapse of the entire health 
care 
crisis in 
Indiana,” 
he 
w a rn e d . The association has 
been backing a more stringent 


m easure, which gained House 
approval amid some comments 
that m em bers felt the bill was 
forced on them. 
The association wants m al­ 
practice claims settled by an 
“impartial board” rather than 
by a trial jury, in part to cut 
down on attorney’s fees which 
the doctor’s insurance carrier 
winds 
up 
paying 
indirectly. 
Wilhelmus urged the Senate to 
restore the House provisions to 
the bill. 
However, the full Senate is 
expected to go along with the 
com m ittee’s recommendations 
after m em bers of the commit­ 
tee said 
they thought 
their 
changes 
provided 
sufficient 
safeguards to solve the growing 
problem of medical malpractice 
in the state. 


\Sheriff’s Departm ent 
nvestigate Accidents 


The bill is expected to wind 
up in a House-Senate confer­ 
ence committee. 
Sen. 
Frank 
O’Bannon, 
D- 
Corydon, explained that the bill 
is meant to lure firms that 
write 
malpractice 
insurance 
into staying in the market, so 
that a health care crisis in 
Indiana will be avoided. He 
said several senators and other 


persons concerned put many 
hours into the bill last week 
and 
during 
the 
weekend, 
finishing their work at 4 a m. 
Monday. 
He said the bill met the three 
goals of providing a “cap” on 
money awarded, reducing the 
sta tu te 
of 
lim itations 
so 
insurance companies can gauge 
probability and set their rates,

Bv RAYMOND WILKINSON 
NAIROBI, Kenya (UPI) - A 
group of gunmen threatened to 
kill

ambassador to Somalia today 
unless France frees two impris­ 
oned guerrillas and hands over 
a fortune in gold. 
The 
kidnapers, 
guerrillas 
fighting for the independence of 
a sm all French territo ry in 
East Africa, set a 6 p.m. (ll 
a.in 
EDT) deadline for the 
execution of 57-year-old Ambas­ 
sador Jean Gueurv. 
Gueury was abducted Sunday 
in Mogadishu, capital of neigh­ 
boring Somalia, as he left a 
Roman Catholic cathedral with 
his wife after a Palm Sunday 
mass. 
The kidnapers fired a volley 
of shots into the air to scatter a 
crowd that tried to rescue the 
ambassador.

Saudi King Assassinated 


By “Unsound” Nephew 


RIYADH (UPI) — King Faisal of Saudi Arabia was 
assassinated in the royal palace by his nephew Prince 
Faisal Bin Musaed bin Abdei Aziz today, Riydh radio 
reported. 
Faisal, 70, was the powerful leader of the world’s 
leading oil-exporting nation. He became ruler of Saudi 
Arabia in 1958 as crown prince and became king in 
November 1964. 
The radio first interrupted its broadcast to tell of an 
assassination “attem pt.” 
“ While King Faisal was in his court today, Prince 
Faisal Bin Musaed approached him to express his 
greetings,” the statement said. 
“ When he got near the King, he fired several shots at 
his m ajesty and wounded him .” 
The announcement of his death cam e at 2:13 p.m. 
(7:13 a.m . EDT). The report said the assassination was 
“an individual one.” 
The prince was “ mentally unsound, had acted on his 
own and was not driven by anyone,” it said. 
Faisal had long been a strong supporter of the Arab 
nations fighting Israel. As leader of the world’s chief oil- 
exporting nation, he became the dominant figure in the 
Organization of Petroleum Exporting Countries and 
pushed for the Arab oil boycott during the 1973 Middle 
East war. 
Secretary of State Henry Kissinger m ade it a point to 
visit 
the 
monarch 
during 
his 
Middle 
E ast peace 
negotiations. On March 15, Kissinger spent more than an 
hour with King Faisal, seeking his continued support in 
the negotiations and discussing the question of oil.

Gov. 
George Busbee was one of the 
lucky ones. He was taking a 
shower when he heard a roar 
and felt the huge governor’s 
mansion shake. 
He leaped out of the shower, 
threw 
on 
a 
jumpsuit 
and 
assembled his family in a room 
in the middle of the mansion. 
The tornado ripped into the 
three-story Greek style home, 
peeling part of the roof off and 
asting it into the backyard. 
“ It was a shock,” Busbee 
said later. He and his family 
survived uninjured. 
Others were not so fortunate. 
The twister hopped across the 
northwestern part of Atlanta 
during 
the 
breakfast 
hour 
Monday, killing three persons 
and injuring at least 170 others. 
It struck the ground eight timos 
in all. 
The 
tornado 
destroyed 
or 
damaged hundreds of homes 
and apartments, split buildings, 
hurled railroad boxcars into the 
air, 
smashed 
tractor-trailer 
trucks, 
uprooted 
trees 
and 
ripped apart 10,000 sacks of 
mail 
At the governor’s mansion, 
the twister tore off the massive 
white columns and parts of the 
roof from the building, and 
chewed through the pines, oaks 
and magnolias on the 17-acre 
estate, snapping or uprooting 
about half of the trees. 
After the twister struck the 
mansion, rain poured into the 


hared upper rooms, damaging 
expensive furniture, paintings 
and rugs. 
The dead were Arthur Harold 
Sausmer, 29, a salesman whose 
car was buried under a falling 
roof; Catherine Hunken, whose 
body was found in a residential 
area; and Mark Howard, 24, 
killed in a warehouse. 
M ayor 
M aynard 
Jack so n 
called 
it 
“the most 
severe 
torn ad o in Atlanta in m any 
years.” He declared a state of 
emergency 
for Atlanta, 
and 
Busbee issued an emergency 
declaration for Fulton County. 
Col. Doug Embry of the state 
Civil Devense said at least 170 
persons 
were 
treated 
for 
injuries at eight hospitals. 
The tornado hit several large 
apartm ent complexes, d am ag­ 
ing cars and splitting buildings. 
The Southeastern Postal Ser­ 
vice Truck Facility was left a 
shambles 
and 
Supt. 
E. 
A. 
Milner 
said 
10,000 sacks of 
mail, most of it fourth class, 
were lost. 
“ It lasted five minutes and it 
just shook,” said Pam Tibbs, a 
resident at Cross Creek apart 
ments where officials said 600 
of 900 units were d a m a g e d . 
“ I’m very thankful I’m alive 
and unharm ed.” 
Buildings were smashed at 
Southern Railway’s big Inman 
yards. 
Railroad

were 
tossed around like toys and an 
estimated 
70 to 75 
tractor- 
trailer trucks were smashed.

limited generally to $100,000, 
but could go up to $500,000 for 
catastrophic injuries. The bill 
would limit attorney fees to 15 
per cent beyond $100,000 but not 
limit them up to that figure. 
The 
fund 
for 
additional 
compensation would be derived 
from a surcharge on insurance 
premiums paid by physicians 
and other health care provi­ 
ders. The surcharge could be 
up to IO per cent, with the state 
insurance commissioner deter­ 
mining just what percentage 
would be needed to bring in $1.5 
million 
a 
year. 
In 
effect, 
doctors in high risk categories 
would pay m o re than other 
doctors. 
The 
fund 
for 
catastrophic 
injuries would be allowed to 
build up to $15 million. 
Nonpayments 
of 
fees 
by 
anyone designated as assessa­ 
ble would bar that party from 
coming under the new law. 
The bill contains reporting 
sections that would build up 
data 
about what 
legal 
fees 
actually are charged, settle­ 
ments paid, claims brought, 
etc. 
Any doctor or other practi­ 
tioner against whom a judg­ 
ment or settlement is rendered 
would be subject to a status 
review 
by 
the 
appropriate 
board of professional registra­ 
tion. 
Discipline, 
if 
any, 
would 
include censure, probation, or 
suspension or 
revocation 
of 
license. Now the medical board 
only can revoke a license or 
take no action, O’Bannon said. 
The board has been reluctant to 
revoke, he implied, when a less 
harsh penalty might be more 
just. 
The bill also provides for a 
method of out-of-court settle­ 
ment of claims. 
The bill sets 
up a study 
committee for further examina­ 
tion of the whole problem. 
O’Bannon said the effort was 
to 
arrive 
at

short-term 
solution. 
He said an informal poll of 39 
state 
senators 
showed 
30 
preferred a jury system and 
that 19 or 20 of the 30 were not 
lawyers —so, he said, it was 
not a case of attorneys on one 
side and non-attorneys on the 
other.

policeman denied his pension after his conviction in 
Arizona for murder legally should not collect the 
pension, the Indiana Supreme Court said unanimously 
Monday. 
The ruling overturned an Indiana Court of Appeals 
ruling in favor of the retired officer, Wilbert Lee 
Ballard. The Vanderburgh Superior Court ruling against 
Ballard was reinstated. 
Ballard retired in November, 1967, after suffering a 
permanent injury on duty. He drew his pension until it 
was cancelled by the board 
of 
trustees 
for the 
Evansville Police Pension Fund Aug. 16, 1970. The board 
acted just two days after B allard’s conviction for second 
degree m urder at Tucson, Ariz. 
The state’s highest court said, in an opinion written by 
Justice Norman Arterburn, that the board’s act did not 
violate the constitutional provision against taking a 
m an’s estate, because Ballard knew when he was hired 
as a policeman that the state law provided for ending or 
reducing a m an’s pension if he were convicted of a 
felony. 
“It seems to us that the policeman, a public employee, 
took the employment subject to the conditions which the 
legislature saw fit to impose for reasons of public 
policy,’’ A rterburn wrote. He wrote further: “ It does not 
behoove the judiciary to tell the legislature its policies 
are wrong.’’ 


Yorktown Woman Killed 


MUNCIE, Ind. (UPI) — Mrs. Bernice Brown, 65, rural 
Yorktown, was killed Monday about noon when hit by a 
bullet from a gun her husband was cleaning. 
The Delaware County coroner ruled the death was the 
result of an accidental shooting. 
Mrs. Brown died instantly when the 22-caliber rifle her 
husband, Harold, was cleaning discharged. The bullet 
struck her in the back of the head. 
Brown said he did not know the weapon had any 
bullets in it. 


Indictments Returned On Knox Couple 


INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) — A Federal grand jury here 
Monday returned indictments charging a Knox couple 
with failure to report income of $374,540 during a three- 
year period. 
The indictments against George E. and Carol Kimmel, 
who operate a trucking firm out of Michigan, were 
among 14 indictments against 19 individuals returned by 
the jury in Judge Cale J. Holder’s court. 
The three-count indictment against the Kimmels said 
they failed to file tax returns on incomes of $155,088 in 
1968, $117,642 in 1969 and $101,809 in 1970. They are 
owners-operators of an independent truck firm with 
operating out of Kalamazoo,Mich. 


Knightstown Men Escape Injury 


NEW CASTLE, Ind (UPI) — Two Knightstown men 
escaped serious injury Monday when 
their small 
airplane crashed while making a landing at the Sky 
Castle Airport four miles southeast of here. 
Admitted in satisfactory to Henry County Hospital 
here were William Given, 27, the pilot, and Richard 
Allen, 25, a passenger. 
Authorities said their small airplane was caught by a 
gust of wind just before it touched down and was flung 
some 40 feet off the runway. 


Autopsy Ordered On Mt. Vernon Man 


MOUNT VERNON, Ind. (UPI) — Authorities ordered 
an autopsy to determine the cause of death of Thomas 
Zimmerman, 67, 
Mount Vernon, 
whose body 
was 
discovered Monday in a small creek a few blocks from 
his home. 
Relatives said Zimmerman, a retired farm er, was 
recovering from a stroke suffered last month.

American citizens who do not want to surrender the 
right to defend themselves should take a close look at a 
back door approach to gun control that is now before the 
Consumer Product Safety Commission in Washington. 


Last sum m er the Chicago-based Committee for 
Handgun Control petitioned the commission asking for a 
rule banning general sale of ammunition for handguns. 
The commission last September denied the petition. 


The committee thereupon filed suit against th*1 
commission and in December the United States District 
Court for the District of Columbia ordered the com­ 
mission to “commence consideration of the plaintiff’s 
proposal.” 


The Chicago group’s petition calls for classifying 
handgun 
ammunition 
as 
“hazardous” 
under 
the 
Hazardous Substances Act of 1960 and the Consumer 
Product Safety Act of 1972. It asks for adoption of a rule 
banning the sale of handgun ammunition except to police, 
the m ilitary, licensed security guards and licensed pistol 
clubs. 


The commission has published notice it wants written 
comments on the proposal on or before April 15. We 
strongly urge citizens who object to this attem pt to foist 
additional Federal gun control on the law-abiding to write 
the commission and state their views.

A legislative pension plan for 
m em bers 
of 
the 
Indiana 
General Assembly is still under 
consideration although seldom 
mentioned in public. 
Inequality exists under the 
present laws and changes are 
needed. Back in 1971, Senator 
Eugene Bainbridge, father of 
the current House Speaker also 
serving in the legislature 
supported a bill for liberal 
pensions. It failed to pass, and 
Bainbridge has since died, but 
not the idea. The Senate Public 
Health, Welfare and Pensions 
Committee discussed but failed 
to vote on a suggestion sub 
mitted by Charles E. Bosma 
Senator from Beech Grove. 
U nder 
existing 
law, 
all 
legislative service can be 
counted toward retirem ent 
under the provisions of the 
Public Employees Retirement 
Fund (PERF). However, it can 
only be added to a minimum of 
one year under covered em 
ployment in state government in 
non-legislative positions. 
Under PERF, present rules 
call for a minimum of ten years 
employment. Thus a legislator 
can be elected for a total of 8 
years, receive a state job based 
on his legislative experience, 
and retire, with benefits based 
on the highest years of income. 
Since former legislators are 
“favorites” to be named as 
Division Directors, the pay is 
usually in the upper income 
brackets. 
Bainbridge’s bill was to ex­ 
tend sim ilar retirment benefits 
to legislators without any other 
governm ent 
service, 
and 
“vested” or became assured 
after only one election. He had 
served as Com m issioner of 
A dm inistration until it was 
learned he had been in the 
G eneral 
Assembly 
which 
created the job, making his 
employment 
unconstitutional. 
Similar questions have been 
raised about a second term for 
Otis R. Bowen, since he was a 
staunch legislative advocate of 
leg islatio n ^ the Governor to be 
able to sever a second con­ 
secutive term . However, it 
required 
a 
constitutional 
amendment approved by the 
voters to accom plish, 
and 
legally he can seek re-election.

Most governors have risen 
through legislative service, and 
tend 
to 
appoint 
form er 
legislators to responsible ad­ 
ministration positions. Bowen, 
probably due to his extended 
service 
in

G eneral 
Assembly, has apppeared to 
make a high number of ap­ 
pointments from former fellow 
law-makers. All will be eligible 
to receive state pensions by 
counting 
previous legislative 
experience, 
discrim inating 
against legislators who return to 
private life instead of continued 
public service after leaving the 
General Assembly. 
Bosma’s proposal has con­ 
siderable m erit. He would 
require a Senator to serve two- 
four year term s, or three-two 
year term s for a Represen­ 
tative. “Vesting” under PERF 
would be reduced from the 
present ten years to five years, 
still figured on a formula con­ 
sidering age of retirem ent, 
length of service, and highest 
salary. All legislators would be 
considered “state employees” 
by changing the definition under 
consideration in House Bill 1301. 
L egislators 
would 
not 
be eligible for pensions until 
reaching the 65th birthday. Due 
to differences in required length 
of service, 
former Senators 
would receive $44 per month 
compared to $33 for the shorter 
service 
required 
for 
a 
R epresentative 
to 
qualify. 
Added term s in the General 
Assembly would increase length 
of service and pension rights, 
with benefits fiured on 
the 
present $6,000 annual salary. 
L egislators have indicated 
they would not seek a pay raise 
in this session, but look for 
creation of a study committee to 
review all state official salaries. 
The promise does not apply to 
any 
increase 
in 
expense 
allowances, and such an in­ 
crease is destined to be included 
as a line item in any budget 
passed. 
Under present law, legislators 
receive $25 per day expenses 
while engaged on legislative 
business, such as sessions or 
iterim study committees. They 
receive $10 per day six days a 
week while at home for out of 
pocket legislative expenses. 
Most legislators must rent 
hotel rooms during the trips to 
Indianapolis, or even an apart 
ment during the long session. 
Companies feeling the financial 
pinch, are not doing as much 
lavish entertainment, and oc­ 
casionally legislators are forced 
to buy their own meals during 
the sessions. 
They are ’’prime prospects” 
to buy tickets to all political 
fund raising banquets, must 
m ake frequent trips home 
during the session to take part in 
‘third house” discussions, and 
frequently 
m ust 
have 
secretarial help to answer mail 
between sessions... 
However, 
most legislators find an in­ 
crease in their personal business 
as a result of their service; 
receive free trips to such places 
as Puerto Rico for meetings, 
some use telephone credit 
cards, and it is a good training 
ground for future employement.

Quarry Announces Retirement 


Norton Stops Quarry In 


Fifth Round Of Scheduled Bout

Norton back into the heavy

Norton, a devout practioner 
of positive thinking, used 
dozen or so left jabs to deliver 
a fistful of negative thoughts to 
Quarry, who was battered into 
retirement Monday night after 
suffering a fifth-round technical 
knockout in their scheduled 12 
round elim ination 
bout 
at 
Madison Square Garden. 
‘‘I’m never gonna get cut 
again in the ring,” said Quarry, 
whose face was a bloody pulp 
when referee Johnny LoBianco 
stopped the one-sided affair at 
2:29 of the fifth round. 
Eight stitches were needed to 
close the cut 
inflicted over 
Quarry’s right eye by Norton in 
the third round. The 29-year-old 
California Irishman also was 
bleeding from cuts over his 
nose and in his mouth while his 
left eye was swollen shut. 
While Norton, unmarked ex­ 
cept for some of his opponent’s 
blood which had rubbed off on 
parts of his body and around 
the waistband of his blue velvet 
trunks, put in his claim for a 
third and “rubber” match with 
cham pion 
M uham m ad 
Ali, 
Quarry was being consoled by 
his handlers and his mother, 
who leaned over her son in the 
dressing room and kissed him. 
A photographer was snapping 
pictures of Quarry while he was 
being administered to by a 
doctor and the beaten fighter 
warned the picture taker, “you 
Kick V Coins Given Honorable Mention 
UPI Coaches All-State 
Team Announced Today 


better stop right now before I 
take a swing at you. I’d like to 
go oui with a little dignity.” 
“ I see no future for him in 
the ring,” said Quarry’s m ana­ 
ger, Gil Clancy, who agreed 
with his fighter’s decision to 
call it quits after ll years in 
the ring—the last seven of them 
as a leading contender for the 
title. 
The Norton-Quarry bout, wit­ 
nessed by a crowd of 15,397, 
served as the closed circuit 
television preliminary to the 
Ali-Chuck Wepner title fight in 
Richfield, Ohio. 
Immediately 
after Norton and Quarry left 
the ring, a four-sided screen 
w as lowered and the crowd 
watched Ali and Wepner. 


“ I was never hurt and I was 
in 
control 
all 
along,” 
said 
Norton after scoring the 26th 
knockout of his career and 
raising his record to 33-3. “ I 
want Ali now. I beat him once 
and the second time 
many 
people thought I won that one, 


too, even though they gave it to 
Ali.” 


“ Kenny’s at the peak of his 
career right now,” said Nor­ 
ton’s 
manager, 
Art 
Rivkin. 
“He’s 
a 
more 
devastating 
puncher than when he fought 
Ali. 
His 
combinations 
and 
timing are much better. He’s 
also a 
positive 
thinker. 
He 
really believes in that....” 


Quarry, providing he goes 
through with his promise to 
quit the ring, figures to have a 
lot of tim e to c o n c e n tra te — 
especially on his plans for a 
new 
career 
as

sports 
broadcaster. He had intimated 
before the Norton fight that he 
would pursue such a career if 
he lost. 


In addition to being stopped 
by Norton, Quarry’s record also 
shows two knockout 
defeats 
apiece at the hands of Ali and 
Frazier. The loss was his eighth 
against 50 wins and four draws. 


Ali fought much of the fight 
on the ropes, as he did against 
George Foreman in Africa. 
“ I laid on the ropes and let 
him do his thing,” said Ali. “I 
let him tire out. Only he didn’t 
tire so quickly.”

at 
Wepner’s face with a quick left 
jab and scored heavily with 
several combinations. Wepner 
ended the fight with one eye 
swollen shut, the other eye cut 
and a bloody nose. 
Wepner attempted to keep in 
close to Ali and pound at the 
body. However, he did little 
apparent damage. 
“ I did enough to get by,” said 
Ali. “You don’t see any cuts or 
scratches.” 
Ali said Wepner, who picked 
up $100,000 for the fight while 
Ali earned $1.5 million, was a 
“good fighter.

Foreman was easier, Norton 
was easier.” 
Ali also complained about 
what he called W epner’s rabbit 
punches and said Perez allowed 
Wepner to get away with them.

Six Unsolved Murders 
Cause Fear In Kansas

H IL L CITY, Kan. (U P I) — 
The folks in this rural Kansas 
town have fretted about crop 
prices, the energy crisis and 
the weather. But a new, grim 
worry has crept into their quiet 
lives. 
Conversations 
in 
living 
rooms, beer halls and social 
clubs are filled with gruesome 
speculation about six 
bodies 
found in the sparsely populated 
north-central 
Kansas 
county 
since November. 
The talk recalls killings in the 
1950s in southwest Kansas that 
inspired the novel and film, “ In 
Cold Blood” —the story of the 
Clutter murders. 
One of the new cases involved 
three children, twins Beth and 
Barry Betts, 5, and their 8- 
year-old sister Elise, who left 
their 
Marquette 
home 
last 
summer with their father on 
annual trip to his Illinois home. 
,• On 
Nov. 
ll, a 
hunter 
in 
northwest 
Graham 
County 
stumbled onto the scattered 
remains of the children in a 
brush-filled 
draw. 
Weeks 
of 
analysis eventually 
produced 
tentative identification and fed­ 
eral 
and 
state 
authorities 
sought 
the 
father, 
Emmet 
Betts, for questioning 
In the other case the victims 
were Diane Lovette, 19, of Fort 
Madison, Iowa; Cheryle Young, 
21, of Downey, Calif., and her 
son Guy, 3. They were last seen 
alive along Interstate 70 Dec. 13 
beside their disabled car. 
.A month later, trappers found 
the 
boy 
dead 
outside 
an 
abandoned farm house. Inside 
were the bodies of the two 
women, 
both 
killed 
by 
a 
shotgun. 
Investigators 
reported 
a 
panel van was seen near the 


car about the time the victims 
disappeared. 
They 
also 
are 
checking reports the women 
were seen socializing in nearby 
Wakeeney 
a 
month 
earlier 
while on their way to Denver. 
“ Both these cases are unusu­ 
ally 
baffling,” 
said 
Robert 
Clester, 
Kansas 
Bureau 
of 
Investigation 
western 
region 
supervisor. “ In each instance 
we had a time delay between 
the deaths and discovery of 
remains. We lost almost every­ 
thing at the scenes that could 
give us evidence for a scientific 
investigation.” 
Clester described the Young- 
Lovette 
killings 
more 
com­ 
plicated and frustrating than 
the celebrated Clutter family 
killings near Garden City 16 
years ago that wei 3 depicted in 
Truman Capote’s book “ In Cold 
Blood.” 
Richard Eugene Hickock and 
Perry 
Edward 
Smith 
were 
hanged in 1965 for slaying Herb 
Clutter, his wife and two teen­ 
age children. Hickock, 34, and 
Smith, 36, both drifters, gave 
Capote jailhouse interviews for 
the novel. 
“ In the Clutter case,” Clester 
said, 
“ we 
at 
least 
had 
immediate access to the crime 
scene. But with the women and 
boy, we had a 30-day delay. 
The 
complexity 
makes 
the 
investigation worse than in the 
Clutter case.” 
The mood of 
residents in 
Graham 
County in 
north 
central Kansas —an area of 
white farmhouses surrounding 
Hill City and its one main 
street 
of 
small 
red 
brick 
storefronts —is mixed. Some 
believe the killings were merely 
coincidence. 
But Graham County Attorney 
Randall Weller, who took office 


the 
day 
the 
Young-Lovette 
bodies were found, said he 
senses some apprehension in 
the county. 
“ Particularly with the second 
case,” Weller said, “ there’s a 
certain element of people who 
feel someone was at least in the 
area before, and they feel they 
might return. W e’re seeing a 
lot more locked doors than we 
normally would.”

But Em m a 
Coachman was back in

United States after 48 years in 
the Soviet Union and she kept 
repeating “ I feel wonderful ...

Coachman, her face bathed in 
smiles under a white babushka, 
landed 
at 
Kennedy 
Airport 
Sunday and ended almost a half 
century of trying to return to 
the country she left in 1927. 
Miss 
Coachman

to 
Lithuania at the age of 31 with 
her Lithuanian-born husband, 
now dead. They were divorced 
a year later and she has been 
trying

home 
ever 
since. 
“ I think, no, I know I feel 
wonderful. . .wonderful,”

woman 
told 
newsmen 
who 
crowded around the stretcher in 
which she made the 10-hour 
flight from Moscow. She suffers 
from leg trouble. 
An American Embassy spo­ 
keswoman, traveling with Miss 
Coachman, said the woman told 
her, “ I left America 40 years 
ago ... and now I am coming 
home.” 
She was covered with a blue 
blanket and smiled all the way 
from the plane to the ambu­ 
lance waiting to take her to the

Home in Cottage Valley, N.Y. 
Miss Coachman’s problem in 
returning was that because she 
married an alien she was no 
longer considered an American 
citizen. When that law was 
changed in 1940, restoring her

threatening Josef Stalin’s Rus­ 
sia. 
With 
thousands 
of 
others 
from Latvia and Lithuania, she 
was bundled off to Central Asia 
to work during World War II. 
After the war, she returned to 
Lithuania 
and 
renewed 
her 


struggle to leave. The State 
Department took up her cause 
but without success until this 
month. 
She 
received 
word 
Soviet 
officials 
had granted 
her 
request while she was in 
Lithuanian nursing home where 
she has lived since 1965.

Foundation 
named 
after the 
Russian 
novelist 
Leo Tolstoy 
and 
founded by his daughter Alek- 
sandra, aids any Russian who 
seeks

emigrate.

Clean Spring 


It’s That Time Of Year Again
